SASKATOON, — Directors of 
the Canadian Federation of Agri- | 
culture yesterday—urged a joint 
effort to make the Canadian Wheat 
Board: the sole marketing agency 
for coarse grains. 

A resolution passed by the CFA 
board asked that any legislation 
giving the Wheat Board the same | 
exclusive powers over: the. mark- |

The Need For Teachers 


FOR SOME YEARS THERE HAS BEEN a shortage of qualified’ teach- 
ers in Canada and as a result, standards of education have suffered in some 


parts of the country. 


During the war many teachers entered the armed 


forces or went to work in essential industries, At the same time hundreds 
of other young men and ‘women who might normally have entered the 
teaching profession went straight from school to the services or to indys- 
try. Since the war ended there has been a continuous shortage of labor in 
Canada, and teachers have still been leaving their work to accept. positions 
in other fields, while the number of those taking teacher training courses 
has failed to increase sufficiently to meet the growing demand. At the 
same time, the population has increased steadily and there has been need 
for more and more staff for both city and country schools, ; 


Figures ,made public by the Canadian Education Asso- 
ciation in 1948 showed that theré was need at that 
time for 10,700 more qualified teachers in Canada. 
1958, it was predicted.that 17,000 more teachers would

be required, taking into account the normal increase in population ‘during 
that period. Adding the present deficiency in teachers to that number, the 
need in 1958 would be for approximately 25,000 more teachers than we have 


at the present time. 


A survey conducted by the Education Association 


also showed ‘that of 66,000 teachers trained in the ten year period between 


1938 and 1948, only 26,000 are now in 


the profession, and that the loss in 


teachers during that period amounted to sixty per cent. of the total number 
trained. On the basis of these figures it was calculated that, if normal re- 
quirements are to be filled, between 100,000 and 120,000 teachers will have 
to be trained here in the next ten years.

unless something is done to attract more men and women to teaching, and

Teachers’ 


salaries have long been a subject of controversy, but present conditions in- 
dicate that unless teachers can be paid for their services in proportion to 
what f& paid to those with similar qualifications in other professions and in 
‘ industry, it will fail to attract and to hold industrious, progressive, men and

BOARD OF GRAIN 
COMMISIONERS FOR CANADA 


TO ALL LICENSEES, 
COUNTRY ELEVATORS: 


The accidental loading of ee 
material in bulk grain has always 
created a serious hazard in the un- 
loading of grain at terminal and 
mill elevators. Any metal object, 
such as hails, spikes, wire and 
tools, is. likely to cause sparks 
when dropped into pits and elevat- 
ed in metal buckets. 

Recently the Board has been 
informed that increasing amounts 
of live ammunition have been 
found in grain unloaded. This in- 
cludes 22 pellets, 303 cartridges 
sand shotgun shells. It would hard- 
ly appear necessary to emphasize 
the danger of explesion. and fire 
from such articles. 

Licensees are requested to in- 
form all their agents of the preva- 
lence of foreign materials in grain 
loaded in cars, and to issue in- 
struction to them shat every pre- 
caution should be taken to pre- 
vent foreign materials, especially 
metal and ammunition, being acci- 
dentally loaded*with grain. Agents 
should also inform the producers 
of this matter, and request them ad 
exercise every precaution possible | 
in handling grain.

SAFETY FIRST IS 
GOOD FARM: RULE 

During the winter months when 
things are not quite so busy on 
the farm is a good time to remedy 
that hazard which nearly caused 
an accident back in the summer. 
Perhaps it wus a faulty trap-door 
or inadequately protected stairs pP 
the barn, an unsafe bull-pen, r 
loose boards on the house veran- 
ah. Whatever it was, if it isn’t fixed 
there may be.a real accident this 
summer. 

It is estimated that there were 
37,200 non-fatal accidents on Ca- 
nadian farms in 1947, and 30,000 
of these were to men. During the 
same year in the United States 
19,500 farm people -were killed 
accidentally and 1,800,000 were in- 
volved in non-fatal injuries invol- 
ving lost time. 

Many of these accidents should 
not have occurred. For instance. 
on Canadian farms the most fre- 
quent accident.is from falls, and 
the most frequent cause is the 
existence of trdp-doors and inade- 
quately protected stairs. Hand 
railings on open stairs, and a rail- 
ing to guard every stairway, open- 
ing and trap-door, will prevent 
many injurious falls. New treads 
to replace old worn steps on stair- 
ways may cost a little more than 
patching, but will probably cost 
less than a doctor’s bill and time 
lost while a broken bone is mend- 
ing. Patched steps give a sense of 
security that only too often does 
not exist. Plenty of light is an 
added precaution, and stairs in a 
barn are much safer when kept 
free from hay and chaff. 

A cause of'some farm accidents 
which is often overlooked is the 
use of too loose clothing. Long, 
loose slickers worn on a wet day 
can cause a ‘stumble, or if it is 
windy can blow into engines or 
machinery which is in operation. 
It reduces the risk somewhat if a 
belt is worn with such garments.

The -average Canadian consump- 
tion of butter is 32 pounds a year.

SUNSPOT CYCLES SEEM TO 
INFLUENCE MANY ACTIVITIES 


Dr. William F. Petersen, director 
of clinical research at St: Luke’s 
hospital, Chicago, told the Chicago 
Section of the American Chemical 
Society recently, that more sun- 
spots are expected within the next 
few months than at any time since 
the American Revolution. 

Dr. Petersen -is:#2idto have an- 
nounced that sunspot activities af- 
fect people’s heatlh, disposition and 
actions. He claims that past sun- 
spot cycles have coincided with the 
outbreak ‘of World War II, the 
stock market crash of 1929, the 
opium wars in the Far East: 100 


-|/years ago, the French and Ameri- 
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can Revolutions, the rise of Hitler, 
meningitis epidemics in Chicago 
and Russia, a measles epidemic in 
New York City and the birth of 
unusually large numbers of twins.. 

“This,” said Dr. Petersen, speak- 
ing to the assembled chemists, “is 
too much of a coincidente to be en- 
tirely chance.” It isn’t the sun- 
spots themselves which cause the 
simultaneous events on earth but 


the resulting weather disturbances,’ 


Dr. Petersen said, 

Twenty years of studying the ef- 
fects of weather on mankind has 
convinced -Dr. Petersen that there 
is a. definite connection between 
weather disturbances and health. 

He claims that heart attacks oc- 
cur more frequently and that many 
persons’ dispositions become more 
touchy when the weather changes. 
More deaths of men follow a fall 
in temperature, says he, while 
most deaths‘of women follow a rise 
in temperature, 

- Whether Dr. ‘Petersen’s observa- 
bir are scientifically correct or 
not, ‘they are of interest since he is 
a medical research scientist of re- 
pute. i

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Nearly 40,000 cheques — worth
